SPEAKER SEAGLER OUTLINES THE S

PROGRAM TO STATE LEGISLATORS 


People of State Had Stated Program They Wished 
Followed in Platform of Democratic Convention 
at San Antonio Last Fall—Seagler’s Speakership 
is Made Unanimous. 


(Special to the Dallas News). 
AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 9.— R. E. Seagler of Palestine was 
elected speaker of the House of the Thirty-Eighth Legislature 
at the opening session Tuesday by a vote of 127 to 19 for Lewis 
T. Carpenter of Dallas. 
There were 149 members present. J. 
R. Hardin of Kaufman did not vote and both Seagler and Mr. 
Carpenter east blanks. On motion of Mr. Carpenter, Mr. Seag­ 
ler s election was made unanimous. Speaker Seagler, upon as­ 
suming the chair, announced that the people of Texas, by the 
platform adopted at the State Democratic convention at San 
Antonio last September, had provided the program of legisla­ 
tion which he would seek to follow. 
As parts of that program 
he announced the following: 
P ro g ra m of L egislation. 
Moro effective prohibition laws; a 
co-operative system for the market­ 
ing of farm products; the Sheppard- 
Towner act; u better system of pub­ 
lic highways; coordination and re­ 
organization of 
agricultural agen­ 
cies; conservation of natural 
re­ 
sources; court 
reforms; amendment 
of the election laws and the curing 
o fthe "many defeat*;1’ more ade­ 
quate em ployes’ com pensation; pris­ 
on reform and especially the reloca­ 
tion and centralization of the peni­ 
tentiaries; removal of officers when 
they fail in the performance 
of 
duty; soldiers’ compensation; equal­ 
ization of tax renditions; provision 
for th ( public schools by appropria­ 
tion to be added 
to 
the 
general 
school 
funds; 
a 
public 
utilities 
regulation bill; a constitutional con­ 
vention; voting privileges 
for sol­ 
diers, sailors and marines, and the 
establishm ent 
of a branch 
college 
of the A, and M. College in West 
Texas. 
Much applause met the ref­ 
erences to adequate 
provision for 
schools and West Texas A. and M. 
In addition to carrying out this 
program ,the speaker asserted that 
it was the duty of 
the Legislature 
to solve the problem of the State’s 
financial deficiency and to do jus­ 
tice to everybody in regard to tax­ 
ation. 
That responsibility, he de­ 
clared, fell equally upon the speak­ 
er and the members. 
The demonstration for Seagler be­ 
gan, when, as Representative from 
Anderson county, his name was first 
called upon the roll. 
When Car­ 
penter’s name was reached in the 
Dallas county call, there was also 
applause. 


M rs. W ilm an'a A pplauded. 
Mrs. Edith Wilmette 
of

roll. 
Numerous 
old members were accorded similar 
honor. 
Mrs. Wilmans was first rec­ 
ognized by Secretary of State Stap­ 
les when the election of speaker wax 
taken up. She placed Mr. Carpenter 
in nomination, saying that she did 
so at the request 
of the Dallas del­ 
egation. Lee J. Rountree, of Bryan, 
nominated Seagler. Those who sec­

ty, J. E. Quaid of El Paso, B. W. 
Patterson of Eastland county 
and 
la?e Satterwhite of Panhandle. Car­ 
penter’s

Mrs. Wilmans declared that 
the 
selection of a

William Lusk 
said that the people,

ninety-three new members 
to

House, spoke for u change und that 
there should be equal privilege for 
new members in everything, includ­ 


ing the 
speakership. 
Lee

white replied to Representative Lusk 
and said that of eighty odd mem­ 
bers who offered for re-election only 
tw enty-two were defeated. 
Those 
twenty-two, he said, were, in most 
instances men who had pushed leg­ 
islation of the session. 
In response 
to a resolution by H. E. Bell of Cor­ 
yell, the vote was taken by the mem­ 
bers advancing to the clerk’s desk 
and placing their ballots in a hat 
Mr. Staples 
appointed 
as 
teller; 
Representatives Joseph Moore. I. VV. 
Culp, T. G. Collins, Nathaniel Jacks, 
H. E. Bell, T. P. Hull and ii. E. 
Faubion. 
Both candidates were applauded 
as they went forward to cast blank 
ballots and Mrs. Wilmans was given 
generous 
applause both from 
the 
floor and galaries as she cast 
her 
first vote. 
It became apparent long 
before the necessary majority vote 
was polled that the count was 'g o ­ 
ing 
overwhelmingly 
for 
Seagler. 
When the count was announced and 
the applause had died down, Car­ 
penter was recognized and announc­ 
ed his wish to join in the congratu­ 
lations being showered 
upon 
the 
winner. 


No S e n te of Defeat 
"I entered the campaign," he .aid 
"in no sense of personal ambition. 
If I had, I should feel a deep senso 
of defeat. 
But I have no such feel­ 
ing." He said that he ran that the 
members might have 
an 
oppor­ 
tunity of expressing their views on 
the subject. 
I speak 
with 
utmost 
sincerity," 
he 
said, "when I offer 
the speaker my heartiest congratu­ 
lations and a pledge for 
co-opera­ 
tion." 
He hoped that the election 
of Mr. Seagler be made unanimous 
and closed with thanks to those who 
had voted for him, announcing that

gone through to the end.

tative E. H. Gipson, William Lusk, 
Carey Abney, F. B. Potter and Wal­ 
ter Jones were appointed to escort 
the speaker to the chair, where the 
oath was administered by the Sec­ 
retary of State.

He 
declared him self 
unequal

the majority, but that he would re­ 
spect tho wishes of the majority, 
immediately after the 
election of

Throughout the campaign, the state­ 
ment said, the Carpenter forces had 
nought to avoid all things that might 
lend to future misunderstanding.

STATE ASSOCIATIONS AT AUSTIN 


Bill Will Be Introduced Next Tuesday Asking Ap­ 
propriation to Make a Topographic Survey For 
The Brazos, Trinity, Colorado and Rio Grande 
Rivers —Meeting Held Saturday.

AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 8.— At a conference here today of 
persons interested in conservation, reclamation and flood con­ 
trol, a bill was agreed upon carrying $800,000 to further that 
work during the next two years. 
This amount would be di­ 
vided as follows: 
$100,000 to the state board of water engi­ 
neers, an equal amount to the state reclamation engineer for 
topographic surveys and the further sum of $100,000 for the 
board of waler engineers to make stream measurements and 
other hydrographic work. 
The bill calls for topographic and 
hydrographic surveys of streams and watersheds for purposes 
of conservation, reclamation and utilization, these reports to be 
made to the governor as soon as practicable. 
It is left to the 
board of water engineers and the reclamation engineer as to 
where the work shall begin. 
The bill will be introduced by 
Representative Rountree, joined by seven other representatives 
in the Brazos, Trinity, Colorado and Rio Grande 
watersheds. 
The federal government through its geological survey and army 
engineers will also provide funds, equipment and technical per­ 
sonnel to co-operate with the state of Texas in this work, it
